We  are  in  number  thirty-two,  with  the  addition  of 
Bill  Crook,  who  was  a  late  comer  to  our  class,  join- 
ing us  after  Christmas.  We  are  directed  by  Miss 
Helen  Sanford  of  Laurinburg,  and  we  all  love  her 
and  adore  her  sincerely,  envying  all  other  classes 
who  will  have  her  as  their  Senior  leader. 

Now  we  are  looking  forward  to,  and  yet  dread- 
ing, graduation — for  it  means  that  we  must  leave 
this  place  where  we  have  all  had  so  much  fun  to- 
gether, these  friends  whom  we  shall  never  forget 
and  shall  wish  it  had  not  passed  so  quickly.  Looking 
back  over  the  last  twelve  years,  we  recall  wistfully 
the  joys  and  disappointments  of  our  school  life. 
Those  memories  will  never  fade,  and  we  shall  al- 
ways think  of  Norwood  High  School  with  love  and 
adoration.
